10.000 DOGS USED 8Y

ALLIES ON WEST FRONT

Nome, Alaska, June 1 (By mall)
Buttle flags of the world having

been furled, Nome' canine war vetera-

ns-Alaska dogs sent from here
to the western front ore soon to
lie demobilized, according to word
received from the Blue Cros so-
ciety. whl h Is known aa the "animal
Red Cross." Some of the dogs may
he sent back to Nome.

So service flags hang in Nome for
these Mfllamutes, Siberian dogs and
Huskies and it 4s generally unde-
rload thai all of Nome will not wel
come all of the dogs (back. Nome
has enough dogs now, it Is believed.

Some of tbe dogs formerly owned
by Scotly" Allen, noted driver of
fast dog teams, will Ue given a wel-
come. Allen made a specialty of
raiding ft dogs for the racea here
each spring.

A proximately 10.000 does were
used l,y the allies on the western
rroiil during the war. Many of them
were loaned to the French govern-iniM- il

and are to !e returned to their
owners.

prospect of an unlimited supply. for
several months Is being eagerly
looked forward to. "

RACE WARS NOVELTY IN

OLD ftlERRIE ENGLAND

London, July 17. .Race riots In
the northern part of England and
Wales have created a etlr throughout
the country, principally 'because of
the novelty of such occurrences In
these Wnnds.

Normally there are few negroes or
aliens with colored skins to ibe seen
In Great iBritaln. Omt the exigencies
of war caused the Importation of a
large miniver of them to work on
seaport docks and to recruit the
rank of nmnoal laborers; depleted
by the call for fighting men. They
were 'brought from various parts of
the world, South Africa ' and tht
West Indies supplying the bulk of
them. Many Araihs bIho were im
ported. . v '
